THOUSANDS OF SMALL 
PHOTOGRAPHS MAKE A 


MOVING PICTURE FILM 


[A -Why" Article] 


When the motion picture first came 


out a few years ago, it was such a 
wonderful 
thing nearly everybody 


look the trouble' to find out why the 
figures in the pictures moved. This 
was not difficult then because there 
was a very noticeable flicker ill -the 
pictures and the secret was easily 
guessed. But today, with the movies 
so highly developed, it is more dif- 
licult to ferret it out. 


. A motion picture film is a scries 


01 small photographs about the size 
of a special delivery stamp, taken an 
instant apart. 
They are cast upon 


the silver screen rapidly or.c after 
:uiothcr, so that the reflections melt 
into one picture, and the figures are 
made to move. 


The tiny photographs arc made on 


a long strip of celluloid called a film. 
It is wound on a big metal wheel, or 
reel. Thus, when we say a motion 
picture is a six rccler, we mean that 
six reels of film arc used in present- 
ing it. 


A motion picture camera is a com- 


plicated affair. 
In it are two film 


reels, something like those in o'.ir 
own little cameras. 
It has a crank 


and an automatic shutter, also. 


In photographing the actors the 


cameraman turns the crank. This 
winds the (Km from one reel to an- 
other, exposing it at rapid intervals 
with the automatic shutter which 
keeps opening and closing. 
In this 


way a different picture is taken on 
cadi inch of lilrr.. 


In the laboratory the exposed film 


is developed and another, a "posi- 
tive," is printed from it. 


The projector, or lantern, in the 


theater, by which the pictures arc 
thrown upon the screen, is also 
equipped with lwo_ film rccis and a 
crank. 
The cranking, which is now 


usually 
done 
by 
electric 
motor, 


though in the pioneer days of the 
motion picture it was done by hand, 
winds the strip of celluloid pictures 
from one reel to another, passing it 
between a powerful light and lens. 
Each one of the small photographs 
is greatly magnified and the figures 
appear oh the screen in life size, or 
larger, and with scarcely a flicker to 
mar the action.
